Alvin W. Vogtle ’39 
Receives Honorary 
Doctor of Science 


The president and chief executive officer 
of The Southern Company, Alvin W. Vog- 
tle ‘39, received an honorary doctor of 
science from Auburn at August commence- 
ment. Mr. Vogtle, whose affilitation with 
the southern electric system began in 1941 
following his graduation from law school, 
is co-chairman of the $62 million Auburn 
Generations Fund now in progress. He 1s 
also a member of the Auburn University 
Foundation board and a former recipient of 
the Distinguished Alumnus Award of the 
Auburn Schoo! of Business. 

“Mr. Vogtle has given unselfishly of his 
time to Auburn and to the cause of higher 
“education in general,” said President H. 
Hanly Funderburk. “He has established 
himself as a leader not only in his profes- 
sion, but through the many organizations 
where he has served to better the lives of 
others. We are pleased to honor him as one 
of our most distinguished graduates.” 

In 1941, Mr. Vogtle joined the law firm 
that was legal counsel for Alabama Power 
Company, which along with Georgia Power, 
Gulf States Power, and other power com- 
panies in the Southeast make up The 
Southern Company. While still a member 
of the law firm, Mr. Vogtle was elected 
president of Southern Electric Generation 
Company in 1960. In 1969 he was elected 
president of The Southern Company and 
named chief executive officer a year later. 

His other business associations include 
directorships in the Seaboard Coast Line 
Industries, Protective Life Insurance Co., 
and Union Camp Corp. 

He serves as a senior member of the 
conference board of the Newcomen Society 
of North America, on the Scottish Rite 
Hospital Advisory Committee, and on the 
board of the YMCA of Metropolitan 
Atlanta. 

In connection to institutions of higher 
education other than Auburn, Mr. Vogtle is 
an associate trustee of Mary Baldwin Col- 
lege, a member of the Georgia College 
Advisory Board of Visitors, and past 
member of advisory boards at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia and Emory University. 

In professional organizations, Mr. Vog- 
tle serves as vice chairman of the Edison 
Electric Institute (EEI) and former ehair- 
man of EEI's committees on budget, the 
Nike-X Missile, and regulation. He is a

Trustees Approve Budget, 
OK Removal of Broun 
Hall, Take No Action 
On VP Resignations 


In their August 23 public meeting, the 
Board of Trustees rapidly handled a number 
of items, including: the approval of a uni- 
versity budget for the coming year, the sale 
of land to the Alabama Highway Depart- 
ment to lengthen Highway 229 and build 
an exchange at I-85 at the E.V. Smith 
Experiment Station between Auburn and 
Montgomery; the granting of a right-of- 
way for the widening of Wire Road; the 
commendation of alumni astronauts Ken 


Mattingly and Henry Hartsfield; the an-— 


nouncement of a consultant to assist the 
board in an evaluation of the current 
administration; the approval of paving at 
the Auburn airport and of a future study of 
the university's role in providing airport 
service to area citizens; and the approval of 
tearing down Broun Hall to building a new 


engineering building on the site with the 
naming of Engineering Building 1, now 
under construction, the William Leroy 
Broun Hall instead. 

However, before the announced meet- 
ing, the board held a lengthly closed ses- 
sion in which the two vice presidents who 
resigned earlier this summer—Taylor Lit- 
tleton ‘51, vice president for academic 
affairs, and J. Grady Cox ‘46, executive vice 
president—met with the board as did Gov. 
Fob James, who left Auburn before the 
regular meeting began. 

In his comments about the budget, Pres- 
ident Funderburk told the board that this 
budget is “better than we've had in recent 
years.” He noted that not only had an edu- 
cation budget been passed in the regular 
Legislative session, giving administrators a 
chance to plan, but that Auburn received an 
increase so that "maybe we've kept up with 
inflation for the first time.” He said that 
the current Auburn appropriation has “ad- 
dressed some of our needs,” and allowed 
the university to provide salary and main- 
tenance increases that are badly needed. 
“Most people are affected in a good way,” 
he concluded. The overall budget increase 
from the Legislature to Auburn was almost 
twelve percent and salary increases will 
range from six to eight percent. 

In right-of-way approvals, the board 


agreed to convey land to the Alabama 
Highway Department to build a much- 
desired exchange of I-85 at the E.V. Smith 
Experiment Station. That exchange will 
make access to Auburn's major experiment 
station much easier. The board also ap- 
proved a right-of-way for widening Wire 
Road, the site of a major traffic jam each 
day as students and staff attempt to get to 
and from campus. Auburn has been encour- 
aging the state to widen the road since 
1977 when it first granted such right-of- 
way approval for a four-lane road. The new 
expansion will be three-laned. 

The board’s resolution lauding Astro- 
nauts Mattingly and Hartsfield expressed 
“on behalf of Auburn friends and family, 
our congratulations for a successful jour- 
ney, our appreciation for the exemplary 
public image reflected in their careers, and 
our belief that their accomplishments 


_ manifest the essence of the Auburn Creed, 


the Auburn Spirit, and the quality higher 
education for which we strive.” 

Trustee Henry Steagall, chairman of the 
board's committee for evaluating the ad- 
ministration, announced that the board has 
chosen Dr. Arthur Hansen, chancellor of 
the Texas A&M System, to conduct the 
evaluation. Approved by the board last 
January 27, the evaluation is the outgrowth 
of a faculty evaluation of the president 
conducted in late 1981. According to Mr. 
Steagall no on-campus interviews are ex- 
pected to take place before 1983, although 
Dr. Hansen will be given other materials 
to study. Dr. Hansen moved to Texas A&M 
in June from the presidency of Purdue 
University where he had been since com- 
ing there in 1971 from the presidency of 
Georgia Tech. 

The board approved paving at the 
Auburn/Opelika Airport and also approved 
a study of the airport and Auburn’s role in 
providing air facilities to the area with an 
eye toward considering establishing a pub- 
lic authority to operate the airport in order 
to better serve the needs of the area. . 

The other major action of the board was 
approval of the razing of Broun Hall to 
make room for a second engineering build- 
ing, the first phase of which is to be built 
with the $5 million gift of John Harbert II, 
‘46 to the Auburn Generations Fund. 

The removal of Broun was first pro- 
posed in the Master Plan for the university 
which resulted from a study made in the 
70s. It aroused objections from many towns- 
people and alumni. Broun is also included 
on the National Register of Historic Build- 
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ings from which it is in the process of being 
removed. 

In its resolution, the board said Auburn 
“regrets the necessity for removing any 
structures which have been utilized in the 
performance of its educational mission,” 
but that the board also “recognizes its 
responsibility to manage and direct the 
resources available to Auburn University 
in the manner best suited.” 

The board also included in its resolution 
the naming of Engineering Building I, now 
under construction, the William Leroy 
Broun Building “in order to continue to 
recognize the significant contribution to 
Auburn University by William Leroy 
Broun.” 

Before its adjournment, the board heard 
a 20-minute report on the School of Phar- 
macy from Dean Ben Cooper. Each Auburn 
dean will be talking to the board at future 
meetings in an effort to better acquaint 
members with Auburn's academic pro- 

grams.

Dr. Dan Nelson of the Auburn Depart- 
ment of Political Science began a fellow- 
ship at the Hoover Institution in California 
Only 12 fellows are 
selected annually to the National Fellow 
Program of the Hoover Institution on 
War, Revolution, and Peace, established at 
Stanford University in 1971 in its program 
on domestic and foreign affairs.

Fellows spend a year on unrestricted 
creative research and writing and are ex- 
pected to complete a publishable manu- 
script while in residence. Dr. Nelson pro- 
poses to write about the social, economic, 
political and cultural impact of the US. 
armed forces in Germany. 

In addition to spending two years in 
Germany as a visiting associate professor 
for Boston University, Dr. Nelson spent 
the summer there on research for his 
paper. He also was a Fulbright Scholar at 
the University of Bonn 1960-62. 

An Auburn professor since 1969, Dr. 
Nelson was voted outstanding professor of 
political science at Auburn in 1972 and 
again in 1976. He received Mortar Board's 
favorite professor award in 1977. In 1973- 
74 he held a Fulbright-Hays professorship 
in political science at the National Univer- 
sity of Nepal in Kathmandu. He was alsoa 
scholar-diplomat with the U.S. Depart- 
ment of State in 1974. At Auburn, Dr. 
Nelson teaches courses in international 
relations, including international law and 
comparative political systems.

AE Grad Students 
Continue to Be Tops 


For the third year in a row, an Auburn 
graduate student has had the best technical 
paper (judged on both content and presen- 
tation) in the annual Southeastern Regional 
Student Conference of the American Insti- 
tute of Aeronautics and Astronautics. An- 
other Auburn student tied for third place in 
the competition among graduate students 
of 13 schools. 

Mostafa Hashemi-kia, a native of Iran, 
won the first place award for his paper ona 
mathematical model that would improve 
the correlation between results of physical 
tests of an aircraft wing and results pro- 
jected from theory. The paper is based on 
his work with Dr. Malcolm Cutchins on an 
Engineering Experiment Station research 
project. 

George H. Conover, Jr., of Milton, Fla., 
tied for third with a VPI student. His paper 
pertained to rocket motors and involved 
research directed by Dr. Richard Sforizini. 

This is the eighth time in 12 years an 
Auburn student has won the graduate con- 
test, according to Dr. Fred Martin, AIAA 
advisor at Auburn. Including the second 
and third place papers, Auburn students 
have had nine prize-winning papers in the 
graduate division and six in the under- 
graduate. 


Auburn Television 
Wins Innovative 
Excellence Award 


Auburn Television has won a plaque for 
excellence in innovative elementary school 
production from the Southeast Communi- 
cation Association, the largest such organi- 
zation in the U.S. The program, “La Mai- 
son Frig d’aire” was one segment of a 
three-part series to teach good nutrition to 
fifth graders using music, language, and 
characters which the students would enjoy. 

In the program, three students just 
home from school search for snacks in the 
refrigerator.

Here and There— 


_ Caged Birds 
By Jerry Roden, Jr. ’46 


The principle that I desire to maintain and 
advance more than any other is one eloquently stated 
by Thomas Jefferson: 1 have sworn upon the altar of 
God, eternal hostility against every form of tyranny 
over the mind of man. 

Sometimes it seems to me that 
an oath to this effect should be 
required of all those elected to 
political office and of all journal- 
ists, professors, and college 
administrators. In this oath, Jef- 
ferson has captured the essence of 
the democratic ideal—has made 
. an irrevocable commitment to 

the only course of action which will permit all men 
full access to the truth that will make them free. 
Yet, even in moments of excessive zeal, I am 
aware that one cannot prescribe an oath which will 
beget fidelity to a principle not previously embraced 
freely. And, in my more lucid intervals, | know that 
- exacting oaths of one and all becomes nothing more 
than a form of intellectual tyranny. 


In actual practice, I find it easy to subscribe to 


Jefferson's noble ideal, but difficult to maintain and 
advance that ideal on a daily basis—or even in a 
monthly column in The Alumnews. 
. When I began writing columns in this paper a 
little more than twenty-five years ago, the Ku Klux 
Klan was rather covert but thriving, and the Com- 
munist Party was virtually non-existent in Alabama— 
Despite rampant rumors about the “reds” in our 
midst I could find no conclusive evidence of a single 
active, acknowledged Communist. 
After twenty-five years of my active opposition, 
the Ku Klux Klan continues to thrive and seeks 
_ financial support openly at the junctions of our 
highways, and the Communist Party of Alabama— 
although insignificant in the number of its adherents— 
has managed upon occasion a public demonstration 
in Birmingham. 
What concerns me more here than the failure of 
_. my personal endeavors is the inability of decent 
Alabamians to advance the principle of liberty and 
stem the growth of adherence to totalitarian philoso- 
phies—Let me hasten to note that the symbolic 
portent of the Klan’s overt activities and the Com- 
_ munist Party's growth concern me much more than 
any actual power attained by either group, for 
neither now possesses in Alabama the capability of 
subverting any general democratic process with 
impunity. 
Thus, what really disturbs me is the fear that the 
Klan and the Communists reflect an intensified 
form of the intolerance that besets us all from time 
to time—reflect a general failure to maintain ade- 
quate vigilance for freedom of individual conscience. 
As a teacher of English to Laotian refugees, I 
receive poignant reminders daily of the terrible price 
that totalitarianism exacts of its victims. On the 
whole, my students are a cheerful, charming, and 
industrious lot. But some time during each day, at 
least one pair of dark, brooding eyes reveals a night 
of troubled dreams about a country anda culture lost 
or the receipt of a letter from an agonized family

member left behind in the grip of a heartless alien 
force. 

Perhaps the following excerpt from the daily 
journal of one student, Thene Hansana, speaks more 
eloquently to the desirability of vigilance than 1 can 
ever manage to do: 

One day | woke up early in the morning and went 
to look at my garden in the back of my apartment. I 
saw two bluejays flying down close to me looking for 
some worms on the ground. In a few minutes, they 
went away, but they came back soon to the same 
place. AndI was surprised that they weren't scared of 


me. 


Then I thought that birds in the United States 
have greater freedom than the people of Laos 
because those birds can fly anywhere they wish and 
don’t have to fear that someone will shoot them. 

Yes, Americans birds are free, but after the Com- 
munists covered my country, the people of Laos are 
locked birds locked in cages.

| remember when the first big magazine ads about 
the fabulous new development called the ballpoint 
pen began to appear. The first name in the field was 
Reynolds.

And we are told now that the time is almost at 
hand when every household that is any household at 
all will have its very own computer that will do 
everything except clean mildew around the bath tub, 
and will advise how often that needs to be done. 

Progress, I suppose, is not all bad. I sure would 
hate to have to cut my toenails with an ax. Sorry you 
didn’t get to enjoy all of these good things, Natty. 


Requiem for Broun

Through the largess of Auburn alumnus-Birming- 
ham industrialist John Harbert, AU soon will begin 
construction of a second new building for the School 
of Engineering. That, combined with the engineer- 
ing building already under construction, will be a 
significant boon to the teaching and research pro- 
grams in this important part of the University: 

The Harbert-financed building will occupy the 


_ spot where now stands Auburn’s fourth oldest struc- 


ture, Broun Hall. The location makes sense in that it 


- will not be necessary to separate the new building 


from the rest of the engineering buildings. Further- 
more, a new classroom building on the Broun Hall 
spot makes considerably more sense that construct- 
ing there campus parking decks, as had been 
suggested. 

That having been said, let me sound a requiem for 
old Broun. 

It is not the prettiest building on the Auburn 
Universty campus. Quite the contrary. It represents 


three stages of building without bringing them into - 


architectural consonance. 

I] have heard it said for years, sometimes in deri- 
sion for old Broun, that Frank Orr, now retired from 
the architecture school faculty, had declared the 
structure unsafe, unsound, and not worth trying to 
redeem. : 

I don't know whether that is so. But even if it is 
and granting that Broun Hall is ugly, 1 am sad over 
the prospect of its being torn down. There are old, 
ugly buildings on campuses far more famous and 
prestigious than ours—Harvard, for example—that 
have weathered a couple hundred years and moves to 
replace them with crisp, clean modern structures. 

Notwithstanding any of the foregoing considera- 
tions, old Broun will come down. And | will be sad. 

For three years of my undergraduate days at 
Auburn I lived across the street from that building. 
Mornings I could sleep until eight o'clock and still 
make it to class by 8:10. I had foreign language 
classes there—German and Spanish. Nostalgia 


overcomes me when my mind wanders back to those 
Depression days when Herr John Roe taught and 
entertained that motley crew on the third floor of 
Broun. | 

On Tuesday and Thursday evenings Dean George 
Petrie held forth on the lecture platform in Broun 
auditorium. His current events lectures drew packed 
audiences, including, besides students, faculty 
members and townspeople. Dr. Petrie did not have 
to compete with nightly TV news’ programs; radio 
news was not nearly so insightful and thorough as 
Petrie’s presentations. I had him for four semesters. 

I remember ROTC classes in Broun Hall taught by 
Major Gustave Franke (later, in World War II, to 
become major general), Major Ort, Captains Alm- 
quist, Metts, and Gunby, and Lieutenants Watts and 
Phelps. (Ott and Gunby and Watts all became gen- 
eral officers; the others might have, I’m not certain.) 

Those were the days of horse-drawn artillery and 
French 75's, and the dreadfully hot summer ROTC 
camp at Fort Benning, Ga., where cadets were 
housed in tents that seemed to catch every ray of the 
sun. 

But back to Broun Hall. 

I remember how we used to laugh about the fact 
that if it ever caught fire persons on the third floor 
needed to make peace with their Maker. There were 
no fire escapes. Outside escapes were added years 
later. 

Yes, it is an ugly building. But it is dear in the 
memory of many of us who went to school in it.

A Report on Progress 
of AU Vet School

Veterinary medicine has a long and proud record 
of excellence in every part of academic achievement 
at Auburn University. The school has long been 
recognized as one of the most outstanding in the 
nation, a reputation achieved primarily through the 
quality performance of hundreds of veterinarians 
trained at Auburn over many decades. 

The school was established in 1907 and is now 
celebrating its 75th anniversary of service as the 
oldest School of Veterinary Medicine in the South 
and the sixth oldest in the nation. We are proud of its 
accomplishments in providing animal health care 
and of contributing to science through our program 
in this important field. 

We learned with dismay in 1981 that this vital 
academic discipline was being placed on limited 
accreditation by the American Veterinary Medical 

Association's Council on Education. Auburn had 
enjoyed full accreditation, but following an AVMA 
visit in May 1981, this classification was changed to 
limited accreditation, which is awarded when defi- 
ciencies limit the effectiveness of the program. The 
citation is a form of constructive criticism. | 

This unfortunate development meant that prora- 
tion, level funding from the state, inflation, and loss 
of federal funds had taken some of the vitality out of 
the university's proud area of animal care. It was a 
signal that we had to give immediate attention 
toward revitalizing our program in veterinary medi- 
cine. The accrediting team had identified some 


serious ailments but no evidence of fatal disease. | 


They said that our major deficiencies were in the 
areas of student-faculty ratio, support of the research 
program, and maintenance of the facilities. | 

Before giving a progress report on what we have 
done in the year since the AVMA visit, let us take a 
brief look back into history so that everyone will 
know of this university's total commitment to the 
principles of academic excellence and to a strong, 
vital, and, yes, fully accredited program in veterinary 
medicine. 

The year was 1892, the same year that football and 
women students came to Auburn. Wearing a blue 
serge suit, starched collar, and derby hat, Dr. Charles 
A. Cary brought veterinary medicine to the South. 
He came to Auburn from Iowa State University with 
a dream that he could do something about animal 
health. : 

By 1907, Dr. Cary had launched a campaign to rid 
Alabama of the Texas fever tick. The task was not 
easy. Alabama farmers were not highly appreciative 
of a Yankee college professor who told them that 
they must dip their cattle in huge vats filled with 
medicated water. But the strong-willed Dr. Cary and 
his young assistant, Dr. LS. McAdory, persisted and 
were successful in ridding the state of the tick. This 
pioneering eradication of the cattle tick, started 75 
years ago, has enabled Alabama farmers to develop a 
billion dollar cattle industry today. Other battles 
against tuberculosis, Bang’s disease, and hog cholera 
were being fought in laboratories at Auburn. 

Throughout its early years, Auburn’s School of 
Veterinary Medicine was housed in a plain white 
frame building near the edge of the cam pus. It lacked 
space and facilities for research and surgery. But Dr. 
Cary and his people did what Auburn professors 


have always done, they improvised; and, Dr. Cary 
and Dr. McAdory performed the surgery on live- 
stock outside under a chinaberry tree. 


By all accounts, Dr. Cary was a great practitioner 
and outstanding teacher. He was the central figure 
during the formative years of veterinary medicine at 
Auburn. He did not stand alone; always at his side 
was Dr. McAdory, who carried forward and expanded 
the work started by Cary. 

Another pioneer in the field who contributed-so 
much was Dr. Redding S. Sugg, who received the 
International Veterinary Congress Award for his 
leadership in organizing the Southern regional edu- 
cation program. This was started in 1949 when 
Auburn trained veterinarians from eight Southern 
states which did not have professional degree pro- 
grams in veterinary medicine. 

We are indebted to many people like Cary, McA- 
dory, and Sugg who got us started. And to a more 
recent gentleman, the late James E. Greene, who 
added an important new chapter in loyalty and dedi- 
cation as he served the University for 40 years as 
teacher, researcher, and dean. We are also grateful 
for the service of many others who have given so 
much in recent years to keep the programs modern 
and vibrant in times of great change. 

Now, let us turn our attention to the present: 
What has been done since being placed on “limited” 
accreditation and what is planned for the future? 

Without equivocation the university will make 
every effort to retain accreditation. Moreover, we are 


committed to quality that surpasses the minimum 
requirements of accreditation. | 
An earlier Priorities Report for the university 
stated that one of the highest priorities for Auburn 
should be veterinary medicine. This important pro- 
gram is vital to the future of our state. It has a strong 
regional and national reputation and it is distin- 
guished by the quality and performance of its stu- 
dents. Its graduates traditionally have been highly 
successful and often leaders in their profession. 
While other elements are important, the heart of 
any educational discipline is the faculty. Although 
funding problems have meant a continuing struggle 
to keep its salaries competitive in the region, the 
School of Veterinary Medicine has through the years 
been able to attract and retain an unusually compe- 
tent and dedicated faculty. We are proud of their 
teaching abilities and the large amount of research 
they undertake. 3 
We have adopted as university policy a recom- 
mendation from the Priorities Report which states, 
“The university's highest priorities should be employ- 
ment and retention of a competent faculty in all 
areas of the university and the maintenance of an 
academic environment conducive to the pursuit of 
excellence.” 
The administration has been developing plans 


and working with Dr. Stan Wilson, vice president — 
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for Agriculture, Home Economics and Veterinary 


Medicine, Dean Tom Vaughan, and veterinary alumni 
to seek a School of Veterinary Medicine which pro- 
vides teaching, research, and public service on a 
quality level with any institutiton in the nation. Any- 
thing less is unacceptable. 


During the past year we have made much progress 
toward our immediate goal of full accreditation 
through increased support. It should be understood, 
however, that we are talking about both immediate 
and long-range goals for this program, Our prob- 
lems did not develop overnight and they won't be 
solved that way. We are planning for solutions that 
will be lasting and permanent. If we are successful, 
and I know that we will be, we should never have to 
face this unfortunate situation again. 


We have started a long-range plan which we are 
calling ‘Veterinary Medicine at Auburn—Reaching 
[nto the Future.” It is a campaign which will revital- 
ize this important academic area of the university. 


I reported some of our recent progress to the 
AVMA in late 1981. It included a 37.5 percent 
increase in tuition and fees and internal redistribu- 
tion of university funds to offset a loss in federal 
capitation grants. This made possible salary improve- 
ments, six promotions, improvement in mainte- 
nance funds, four new positions for support person- 
nel, $62,000 for equipment purchases and alterations 
to research and teaching laboratories, and the filling 


of six vacancies in important faculty positions. In. 


addition, the Scott-Ritchey Program provided some 
assistance for the veterinary medical library budget, 
and the Alabama Academy of Veterinary Practice 
donated $20,000 to be used over the next five years 
for new subscriptions to scientific journals. 


We are deeply involved in other things which will 
add significantly to our chances of success in “Reach- 
ing Into the Future.” 


Auburn Generations Fund. On October 30, 1981, 
we formally announced a $61.7 million fund raising 
effort, the largest program in Auburn's history and 
the largest single campaign of any public university 
in our region. Almost one-half of the total has been 
raised. 
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The School of Veterinary Medicine will receive 
significant benefits from the Generations Fund. It 
has a high-priority for new buildings involving at 
least $1.9 million. In addition, the school will receive 
support from the $8 million being sought for faculty 
development, $1 million for research, $2.7 million 
for instructional equipment, $2 million for student 
support, and $2.5 million for library endowment. 


Additional Legislative Support. The Alabama 
Legislature has passed an appropriations bill which 
increases the university's appropriation by 11.6 per- 
cent. This increase is not enough to provide miracles, 
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but will allow for salary improvements and more 
support for operation and maintenance for veteri- 
nary medicine as well as other academic programs. 
The Legislature also added $11,000 to the line item 
for Food Animal Health and Disease Research. We 
appreciate the support of faculty, alumni groups, and 
the members of the Legislature, particularly the 
Lieutenant Governor and the State Senate. 


Enrollment Limitations. In order to continue to 
improve the veterinary medicine program, the Board 
of Trustees in June approved a reduction in the 
number of students admitted to the freshman class, 
beginning in 1983, from 100 to 90. This follows an 
earlier cut from 115 to 100 in the 1982 entering class. 
This will enable the school to achieve a four-to-one 
ratio between students and faculty, a positive step 
toward, regaining full accreditation. 


Improvement in Facilities and Equipment. In 
recent action, the Board of Trustees allocated $167,000 
to replace the roof on Greene Hall. In addition, the 
James Graham Brown Foundation has provided a 
$150,000 grant to refurbish the equine surgical facili- 
ties. An architect was named for Phase II of the 
Scott-Ritchey Research Laboratories, expected to 
cost about $1,500,000. Some $140,000 in new equip- 
ment has been purchased and $32,000 in major 
alterations and renovations have been undertaken. 


New Staff. In the past few months, 28 new people 


have been recruited to fill 17 academic positions and 


11 nonacademic positions. An active search s under- 
way to fill the remaining vacancies in eight academic 
and two nonacademic positions. 


Library. As mentioned earlier, the veterinary med- 
ical library has been assisted by the Scott-Ritchey 
Program as well as a five year $20,000 pledge from 
the Alabama Academy of Veterinary Practice. Addi-

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Circle Offers Forum 
For Writers, Artists

Patty O’Gwynn, her smile fresh as the 


_ magnolia blooms dotting the Auburn cam- 
pus this summer, sat in her Foy Union 
office and pulled her long light brown hair 
off her shoulders—symbolically clearing 
her train of thought for the upcoming 
discussion. 

“This is going to be a boring interview,” 
she said. “I don’t have anything to say. I'm 
just a lowly student.” 

Of course, this isn’t true. Patty, more 
than just another pretty girl at a campus 
famous for its pretty girls, is a witty, indus- 
_ trious young lady about to graduate from 

_ Auburn withaB.A. in English and a minor 

in journalism. Now a feature writer with 
The Auburn Bulletin, she recently wrapped 

up a year as editor of The Circle, AU's 
student interest magazine which, with the 

_ Most recent issue, completed its ninth year 

of existence. 


The Circle, begun in 1973, two or three” 


_ times yearly publishes what its editorial 
__ board considers the best of the submitted 
short stories, poetry, photography, art work, 
and journalistic and essay articles covering 
_ varied topics. According to Patty, the mag- 

azine’s purpose is “to interest all students 
and to touch all curricula. We're not just an 
- English-major’s magazine,’ the former 
_ editor says. “Our writers are mainly 

broadly-ranged students, but we even have 
submissions by professors and by people in 
_ the community.” 
Patty distinguishes The Circle from The 
_Plainsman newspaper and the Glomerata 
yearbook by the fact The Circle, coming out 
only two or three times a school year 
(depending on the budget), allows its wri- 
_ ters a license for creativity rather than 
_ adhering to any specified style. “Whatever 
works,” Patty says, which allows Circle 
_ writers to bring in more personalities, 
more angles, and more depth to stories 
than would be found in the campus news- 
paper or yearbook. 
_ “The Plainsman records the news events 
of the campus; the Glomerata records the 
people,” Patty notes. "The Circle records 
_ individuals’ reactions to these events and 
___ the people involved. It’s more a collection 
of thoughts than a record of events. This 
makes the magazine useful to both writers 
and readers in that readers can see what 
their fellow students are thinking and writ- 
ing about, and the people who submit arti- 
cles can see firsthand the competition in 
_ getting published.” 

Becoming involved in editorial decision- 
making on The Circle has been educational 
for Patty, as well. In addition to learning 

_ what to expect in the way of submissions, 
how to put together an attractive magazine 
within the budget, and how to critically 
decide which works should be included, the 

senior from Baltimore, Md., has learned a 
few things about people and about Auburn. 

“I've learned how organizations like The 
Circle get their money—through univer-

sity budgeting—and that there’s a lot more 
politics between students than I expected 
in our age group,” she says. “I thought the 
students would be more idealistic, and of 
course some are, but there’s a lot more 
manipulating that plays a role in student 


Organizations. These 19-and 20-year olds 


are already learning how to play politics. 
“I was naively intrigued with all the 


politics,” Patty recalls. “I can’t make myself } 


out to be one of the idealists, but I'm inept 
at playing politics. I’m notsure that's a skill 
I'll ever develop—or ever want to.” 

One reason for all the politics on campus 
may be seen in the differing values of the 
Auburn people. As Patty noted, “There are 
a number of people intensely interested in 
liberal arts who consider The Circle one of 
the few outlets for creativity. But there are 
a lot of students at Auburn wha don’t give 
the time of day to any organization involved 
in the liberal arts. These students feel it’s 
not worth their time, that only their par- 


ticular curriculum is worth their time. This. 


disturbs me.” 

Patty has noticed that Auburn’s student 
body does have its share of writers, though. 
“A lot of Auburn people like to write,” she 
says. “It might surprise some of their 
friends to know who writes, too. There are 
an amazing number of closet poets at 
Auburn, and it’s funny to see the trends in 
poetry here. One quarter you might have 
half a dozen poems dealing with abortion, 
the next quarter you'll get ten or twelve 
about jazz music. But I've noticed we 
always, always, always get some religious 
poetry as well as a few love poems. Those 
types are always submitted.” 


Why? Patty offers an explanation: 
“People are products of their times, yet 
they have emotional reactions, needs, and 
ideas common to all humans regardless of 
when and where they were born,” she says. 
“Early Circles at times dealt with Alabama 
governors or the Vietnam war. Now we 
get stories about cocaine or unrest in Ire- 
land. But all through the years The Circle 
has received religious and love poems.” 
Patty sees the times as working adver- 
sely to what The Circle stands for. With 
television’s increasing emphasis on enter- 
tainment, TV more than anything else dic- 
tates or programs how we are entertained. 
“People are used to being entertained 
without putting forth any effort,” Patty 
says. ‘“TV is easy. People are not used to 
having to work for their relaxation. There- 
fore reading and writing skills, basic skills I 
feel necessary to any endeavor, are fast 
becoming lost in the shuffle of this elec- 
tronic society. The biggest danger The Cir- 
cle faces is that people don’t read any more, 
and that consequently Czrc/e writers are 
forced to write lightly, briefly, even sensa- 
tionally in order to get people to read.” 
Patty, whose father is Leslie Scott 
O’Gwynn, Jr.,’41, an architecture graduate, 
came South “expecting to smell the mag- 
nolias, go to the cotillion, and wear long 
white gloves. It turned out that I hate the 
smell of magnolias but I love the smell of 
gardenias. That, aside from meeting my 
fiance, making a thousand dear friends, and 
receiving an excellent education from some 
dynamite professors, particularly English 
professors, has made the whole trip worth- 
while.” ,

While at 
Auburn she captured second place in the 
Auburn Arts Association's logo contest,

Art Guild in Florence, and earned honora-- 


ble mention in the Southern Weed Science 
Society’s book jacket contest. In addition 
she worked as art director for The Circle 
during the past year, gaining what she 


called “the type of experience you just don’t 
get in school.” 

Betsy's responsibilities for The Circle 
included working with the printer ip 
shooting half-tones, burning plates, doing 
color, and laying out the magazine.

“| like Auburn because it’s such a friendly 
place,” Betsy said. ‘I’ve never felt alienated 
here. But nothing's handed to you here. I 
think you need to have the attitude that 
there's something for everybody. I've known 
people who have come here not willing to 
give Auburn a chance. It’s a give and take 
thing. You have to look to find your place 
at Auburn, just as I think you have to look 
to find anything.” 

Betsy noted that, in additon to her 
mother and her own talent, a broad expo- 
sure has been her biggest influence. Part of 
this exposure has come through her art- 
related experiences at Auburn, but she has 
also been active in a sorority at AU. This 
combination has served to show her both 
how artists are as well as how other stu- 
dents view artists. 

“I’ve noticed that a lot of students feel 
uncomfortable around art students because 
they feel they can’t talk to the art students, ° 
Betsy said. “They feel they'll get into a 
discussion of art theory or they may sense 
an obsession and they might be afraid of 
that obsession. I think a lot of artists are 
real introverts. They're not too social except 
among themselves. But I also think a lot of 
artists try to be strange when they're really 
not. They're just playing an eccentric role 
because they think an artist should be 
eccentric.” 

Although Betsy might wonder about an 
artist's behavior, she has total understand- 
ing of what it’s like to try to create. As she 
said, “You can’t create without input, and 
since art is an expression of the artist, 
input is necessary.” 

By input she means an artist's taking in 
his surroundings, dividing his field of 
vision into shapes and colors and patterns. 
“Art is not something that can be forced 
out of your mind and onto a canvas or into 
clay,” she said. “You have to have some- 
thing to trigger it to get it out. Some people 
use music. I like to read through books or 
magazines looking at different designs or 
words which will trigger me in a direction I 
need to go. Art is like writing: If you never 
read anything good, you won't know where 
you want to go with your writing. If I never 
looked at designs or great works of art, I'd 
never be directed in my own art.”

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Campbell Again 
Ready to Lead 
Tiger Offense

One of the keys to Auburn's offense this 
season will be the unselfishness of the 
quarterback. Whoever plays quarterback. 

As fall practice opened, junior Randy 
Campbell headed the list which included 
Ken Hobby, Clayton Beauford, Mike Mann, 
and Pat Washington among others. 
Campbell's third candidacy for calling 
Auburn's signals—an injury forced his red- 
shirting in 1980 and his inefficiency kept 
him from playing last season—is due to a 
combination of Campbell's steadiness and 
unselfishness and the other quarterbacks’ 
inability to move the Tiger offense during 
spring practice. 

Randy Campbell does not dwell on those 
two seasons that ‘‘almost were.” He, like 
the rest of the Auburn squad, looks to the 
season upon us. ; 

“I think I have something good to look 
forward to,” says the 5-11, 176 lb. hard-luck 
youngster with a boyish grin. “I just think 
about the job we have ahead of us, not 
about something that might happen.” 

Campbell’s story is typically Auburn. 
His family moved to Hartselle when Randy 
was five. He grew up in a town that wor- 
ships Alabama's Crimson Tide and whose 
high school football squad wears red and 
white. Because “all you ever heard was how 
great Alabama was,” Randy became a Tide 
fan. However, the irony in his high school 
team's being nicknamed ‘Tigers’ would 
surface when Randy was recruited by 
Auburn. 


Things down on the Plains have not. 


been easy for Campbell. He was listed 
number two quarterback in 1980, behind 
Charles Thomas. Thomas was injured, but 
so was Campbell. In the opener against 
TCU it was Joe Sullivan calling the signals 
and Randy Campbell watching on the side- 
lines, later to be redshirted. Last year 
Campbell emerged from spring practice as 
the top man, but Thomas and Sullivan had 
been injured. They made the comeback 
while Campbell pulled a muscle on the 
third day of practice. 

This past spring most Auburn followers 
figured the quarterback position to be a 
fight between Ken Hobby and Clayton 
Beauford, both now sophomores who saw 
plenty of action in their first seasons. 
However, neither was able to move the ball 
in the spring while steady Randy Campbell 
proved just efficient enough to step into 
the spotlight. 

“Randy does less to get you beat than the 
others,” head coach Pat Dye said this 
summer. “You might call him the safest of 
our quarterbacks. He’s not the most tal- 
ented but right now he’s the best. He has 
been the most consistent.” 

That consistency is just what Dye wants. 
The second-year AU coach also called 


Campbell “a good runner and a good 


passer.” Campbell admits he’s not excel- 
lent at either, but that he feels he can get 
the job done.

“I feel I'm adequate at both passing and 
running,” he says. “I can’t run as fast as 
Beauford or throw the ball like Hobby, but 
I think I can move the team. I just try todo 
what it takes. I don’t think the coaches 
would ask me to do anything I'm not capa- 
ble of doing.” 

Auburn this spring hired Jack Crowe as 
offensive coordinator. Crowe, who came 
from Wyoming after coaching at Living- 
ston State and North Alabama, has liked 
what he’s seen of Campbell and says the 
quarterback’s assets are in his “overall 
knowledge of the game and his high school 
background in running the triple option.” 

Campbell's familiarity with the veer has 
been an advantage in his adapting to 
Crowe's style of wishbone offense. “He 
does some things we're looking for in our 


wishbone,” says Crowe. Campbell returns — 


most of the credit to his new offensive 
coordinator who he says now gives Auburn 
quarterbacks broader knowledge of the tri- 
ple option offense. 

“Coach Crowe has been great for us 
because he’s gotten us to where we feel we 
can go on the field and manage the team,” 
Campbell says. “He's been coaching the 
wishbone for 12 years and has been suc- 
cessful everywhere he’s been. He's taught 
us more responsibilities of defenses, which 
means we'll know more about how to coun- 
ter specific defenses.” 

Campbell added that Auburn's passing 
game would likely improve with Crowe's 
addition. Last year the Tigers completed 


only 53 of 135 passes, 39 percent. That 
compares with their opponents’ complet- 
ing 160 of 279, 57 percent. Foes outgained 
Auburn 1,615 yards to 827 through the air. 
Campbell thinks that’s a waste of talent. 
“We've got some talented receivers and 


we've got to get the ball to ’em,” he says. — : 


“Mike Edwards (senior split end) can catch 
anything thrown at him and is a great. 
blocker. Chris Woods (junior split end) has 
good speed and Tommy Carroll (junior 
split end) is sure-handed. Victor Beasley _ 
(sophomore split end) might be able to_ 
outrun all of 'em. He just hasn't any expe- — 
rience yet.” 

Campbell's optimism about Auburn 
football, particularly the offense, is neces- 
sary. The Tigers must have confidence if 
they're to be a challenge for the Southeast- 


ern Conference title against the likes of _ 


Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi State, Flor- _ 
ida, and Tennessee. es 

“That's some schedule we've got,’ 
Campbell understates. “Georgia's gonna be 
awesome. State's close. And it goes without 


saying that Alabama will have a great _ 


team.” Campbell denied the fact his favor- 
ite team as a youngster being Alabama 


makes a difference in his view of the — 


annual Birmingham clash. “Just the fact 
that I'm an Auburn football player puts — 
them on my bad list. We know a lot of their 
players through playing against them in 
high school and meeting them at different 
places. They're great guys. They just wear 
the wrong color jersey.” 
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With the SEC’s top five teams from a 


year ago on the horizon, plus Southern

The good news is, 
the first six weeks finds Auburn at home, 
and eight of the 11 games are in Auburn 
while only two are out of the state. 

After Wake Forest, the Tigers host 
Southern Miss, which features possibly the 
nation’s top quarterback in Reggie Collier; 
Tennessee, which last year whipped Wis- 
consin in the Garden State Bowl; Nebraska, 
several writers’ choice for this year's 
national champion; Kentucky, under new 
coach Jerry Claiborne; and Georgia Tech. 
Then after road trips to Mississippi State 
and Florida on Oct. 23 and 30, Auburn 
returns home for homecoming against 
Rutgers before hosting the Georgia Bull- 
dogs Nov. 13. The Alabama game on Nov. 
27 will again be nationally televised from 
Birmingham's Legion Field. Kickoff time 
for the Iron Bow! is set for 11:35 central 
time.
